How well Dorchester’s dungeon-like 
structure meets even the more basic of 
those entitlements is open to question.

Its gymnasium and exercise 
yard are among the smallest of Canada’s 
major penitentiaries. 

“The cells are cold in winter,’ 
remembers a recently released inmate. 
“There’s frost on the walls. The showers 
are dirty. There's bugs, silverfish around 
the sink. The joint is crowded, and they
